AN ACT to revise the charter of the city of Chippewa 
Falls. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

CHAPTER 

THE CITY OF CHIPPEWA FALLS — ITS CORPORATE 
POWERS.

city by the name of Chippewa Falls, and the people 
now inhabiting and those who shall inhabit said district 
shall be a municipal corporation by the name of the city Name and 
of Chippewa Falls, and shall have the general powers P cmare.  
possessed by municipal corporations at common law, 
and in addition thereto, shall have and possess the pow-
ers hereinafter specifically granted, and the authorities 
thereof shall have perpetual succession, and shall be ca-
pable of contracting and being contracted with, suing and 
being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all the 
courts of law and equity, and :shall have a common 
seal and may change and alter the same at pleasure. 

CHAPTER IL 

CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES. 

SECTION 1. The south half of section number citlunuts. 
thirty-one (31) and the southwest .quarter of section 
thirty-two (82, of township number twenty-nine (29), 
range number eight (8) ; also east half of section num-
ber one (1) and all of lots numbered one (1) and two 
(2), of section number twelve (12), in township number 
twenty-eight (28), range number nine (9); all of section 
number six (6) except lot number one (1) in said section ; 
also lot number four (4), in section number seven (7), 
and lofa number five (5) and six (6), and wait half of 
northwest quarter and northeast quarter of northwest 
Outer of section number (5), all in township number 
twenty-eight (28), range number eight (8) west, shall 
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be included in and constitute the limits of the city of 
Chippewa Falls. 

Szariori 2. The city shall be divided ,  into two (2) 
wards, called first and second wards, limited and bound-
ed as follows: All that portion of said city lying 
north and east of a:line drawn through the center of 
Bridge street, lengthwise, shall constitute the first ward ; 
and all that portion of said city lying south and west 
of a line drawn through the center of Bridge street, 
lengthwise, shall constitute the second ward. 

CHAPTER ILL 

ELECTIONS. 

Time and place Szonorr 1. The annual election for ward and city of annual emo- 
tion. 	 officers shall be held on the first Tuesday in April in each 

year , at such place in each ward as the common coun-
cil ;hall designate ; and the polls shall be kept open 
from nine o'clock in the forenoon till sundown, and 
ten days' previous notice shall be given by the common 
council of the time and place of holding such elections, 
and of the city and ward officers to be elected. 

Elective and 	Szonorr 2. The elective officers of said city shall other officers. 
be a mayor, a treasurer, a police justice for the city 
at large, three aldermen, one justice of the peace 
and one constable for each ward, and one assessor for 
each ward. The mayor, treasurer and police justice 
shall be qualified voters and freeholdere in the said 
city, and the ward officers shall be qualified voters and 
freeholders in the ward for which they were elected. 
All other officers necessary for the proper manage-
ment, of the affairs of said city shall be appointed by 

Term of office. the common council. All elective officers except jus-
tices of the peace shall, unless otherwise provided, 
hold their respective offices for one year, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified : provided, 
however, the oogimon council shall have power, for due 
cause, to expel any of their own number, and to re-
move from office any officer or agent under the city 
government, due notice being first given to the officer 
complained of. The justices of the peace shall hold 
their offices for two Iyears, and until their successors 
are elected and quilled. The mayor shall have 
'power to suspend any police officer or watchman ap-
pointed by the council, when complained of, until the 
council shall take up his case and dispose- of it. He 
shall also have power to fill any vacancy thus created 
for the time being.

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SECTION 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the How vacancies 
office of mayor, treasurer, police justice or alderman, itul'a' 
such vacancy shall be filled by a new election, which 
shall be ordered by the common council, within ten 
days after such vacancy shall occur. Any vacancy 
happening in any other office shall be filled by the 
common council. The person elected or appointed to 
fill any vacancy shall hold his office and discharge the 
duties thereof for the unexpired term, and with the 
Same rights and subject to the same liabilities as the 
person whose office he may be elected or appointed to

When two or more candidates for an elective office 
shall receive an equal nilmber of votes for the same

SECTION 5. All persons entitled to vote for county aktusiscsuons 
or sate officers, and who shall have resided in the city ° [Tows. 
for one year previous to the election, and for six months 
in the ward where they offer to vote, shall be entitled 
to vote for any officer entitled to be elected under this 
law, and to hold any office hereby created. 

SECTION 6. The election in said city shall be held ,Br electiot .  
and condncted by the aldermen of each ward, who "ci:cdiettel  
shall be the inspectora.  of elections in their respective 
wards, and shall take the usual oaths or affirmations as 
prescribed by the general laws of this state, to be taken 
tiy the judges and inspectors of elections, and shall 
have the power to appoint clerks of such elections, and 
to administer the necessary  oaths, and in case of the ab-
sence of any or all of the aldermen of the ward at the 
time for opening the polls, the voters present shall 
sele.ct some person or persons to act in their places as in-
spectors of election. Said election shall be held and 
conducted in the same manner and under the same 
penalties, and vacancies  in the board of inspectors 
thereof filled as required by the laws of this state re-
garding election 

SzcnoN 7. If either of the inspectors shall suspect Tchtd. lens of 
that any Person offering a vote does not possess the 
qualifications  of an elector, or if such vote be chal- 
lenged by an elector, the inspectors, before receiving 
the vote of any such person, shall require him to take 
the following oath : "You do solemnly swear (or Forma ot-osta• 
affirm, as the case may be) that you are twenty-one 
years of age, and that you are a Citizen of the United 
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States (or have declared your intentions to become a 
citizen, conformably with the laws of the United States 
on the subject of naturalization); that you have resided 
within the state of Wisconsin one year, within this city 
one year, and within this ward six months next pre-
ceding this election, and that you have not voted at this 
election, and that you have made no bet or wager, 
or become directly or indirectly interested in any 
bet or wager depending on the result of this ale°. 

Penalty for 	tion ;" and if the person offering to vote shall take 
false oath. such oath falsely, he shall be deemed guilty of willful 

and corrupt perjury, and upon conviction thereof upon 
indictment, shall suffer the punishment provided by law 

For Mega' rot -.  for persons guilty of perjury. If,any person who is not 
a qualified voter shall vote at any election or if any per-
son duly qualified shall vote in any other ward than the 
one in which he resides, or shall vote more than once 
at any one election, he shall forfeit and pay a sum 
not exceeding two hundred dollars, nor less than 
twenty-five dollars. It shall be the duty of the 
inspectors to keep a list of the names of all per-
sons whose votes may be challenged as aforesaid, and 
who shall swear in their votes. And if any inspector 
shall knowingly and corruptly receive the vote 
of any person not authorized to vote, or shall make 
out false returns of an election, or if any clerk 
shall not write down the name of every voter as he 
votes, or shall willfully make untrue and incorrect 
counts and tallies of votes, each and every inspector and 
clerk shall be liable to indictment, and on conviction 
thereof shall severally forfeit and pay a sum not exceed-
ing five hundred dollars, nor less than one hundred 
dollars. All such indictments shall be tried in the circuit 
court of the county of Chippewa.

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CHAPTER IV. 

OFFICERS—THEIR POWERS AND DITTIES. 

Shall take oath SECTION 1. Every person elected or appointed warty 
office under the provisions of this act, except justices 
of the peace, shall, before he enters upon the duties 
of his office, take and subscribe an oath of office, and 
file the same, duly certified by the officers taking the

mon council may direct, shall severally, before they 
enter upon the duties of their respective offices, exe-
cute to the city of Chippewa Falls a bond, with at least 
two sureties, who shall swear that they are worth in 
the aggregate, the penalty specified in said bond, over 
and above all debts, exemptions and liabilites, and said 
bonds shall contain such penal sum and such conditions 
as the common council may deem proper ; and they may, 
from time to time, require new additional bonds, and re-
move from office any officer refusing or neglecting to 
give the same. 

The mayor shall, when present, pre-cludes of the 
mayor. 	side over the meetings of the common council, and. 

take care that the laws of the state and the ordinances 
of the city are duly observed and enforced, and that 
all other executive officers of the city discharge their 
respective duties. He shall, from time to time, give 
the common council such information and recommend 
such measures as he may deem advantageous to the 
city. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer 
and head of the police of the city, and in case of a riot, 
or other disturbance, or apparent necessity, he may ap- 
point as many special or temporary constables as its 
may deem necessary. The mayor shall have a vote 

Thevatoliewar. only in case of a tie. The mayor shall have power to 
veto any ordinance or resolution pawed by the com- 
mon council, by notifying the common council of his 
objections thereto, at any time within seven days after 
the passage of such ordinance or resolution. In cane 
of no session of the council on any day after the pas.

seven days, such notification shall be made by filing 
with the city clerk a copy of his objections; and in case 
the council shall not, within one week after the receipt 
of such objections, or such filing with the clerk, re-enact

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null and void. No ordinance or resolution shall take 
effect until one week after the passage of the same, un-
less sooner approved in writing by the mayor or acting

transcript therefrom, under the corporate seal, shall be 
evidence in all courts in like manner as if the original 
were produced. He shall draw and countersign all 
orders on the treasury, in pursuance of any order or 
resolution of the common council, and keep a full and 
accurate account thereof, in books provided for that 
purpose. He shall file in his office all chattel mort-
gages presented to him for that purpose, and the re-
newals thereof, and safely keep the same, receiving 
therefor the same compensation as clerks of towns, and 
all chattel mortgages so filed and the renewals thereof, 
shall be as valid and legal as if the same had been filed

the laws of this state. All moneys raised, received, recov-
ered or collected by means of any tax, license, penalty, 
fine, forfeiture or otherwise, under the authority of this 
act, or which may belong to the said city, shall be paid 
into the city treasury, and shall not be drawn therefrom 
except by an order issued by order of the common council 
and signed by the mayor, and countersigned or attested 
by the clerk. He shall keep an accurate account of all 
moneys or other things coming into his hands as treas-
urer, in a book to be provided for that purpose, which 
shall remain the property of the city, wherein he shall 
note the time when, and the person from whom the 
amount of the several sums was received, which book, 
shall, at all reasonable times, he open to the inspection 
of any person.

tion; and for such services he shall receive such fees 
as are allowed to constables for like services. He shall 
have power to appoint one or more deputies, to be 
approved by the city council, but for whose official acts 
he shall be responsible, and of whom he may require 
bonds for the faithful discharge of their duties.

such regulations for the prevention and extinguishment 
of fires as the common council may deem expedient, 
and to provide penalties for the violation of any reso-
lution or ordinance passed under this section.

AN ACT to amend an act entitled "an act to prevent the spread 
of noxious weeds," section two, chapter two hundred and six, 
general laws of 1861. 

The people of the state of ffrisoonsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section two of chapter two hundred and 
six of the general laws of 1861 is hereby amended by
